Some Curious Events in the Way 


of Mixed Delegations. 


Qn yesterday the democrats of over one 
hundred counties throughout the state held 
their primaries or mass meetings and elected 
delegates who shall represent their will in the 
democratic state convention that assembles in 
this city on the 19th of July. 

While the whole state has not been heard 
from, enough returns are in to show that the 
people are overwhelmingly for Mr. Stephens. 
Leaving out the opposition counties that acted 
prior to the day set by the state committee, 
he almost literally swept the field. The peo- 
ple were not at all disturbed by the little 
show of strength bunched up by his oppo- 
nents. They came to time handsomely for 
the old commoner, and the final result cannot 
be doubted by even the most persistent of 
those heretofore Mr. 
Stephens, and who have been led to believe 
‘by the opposition journals that there was ‘‘an 
overwhelming majority of the people” against 
Mr. Stephens's nomination. 

It appears that there is a decided preference 
for the majority rule over the two-thirds 
rule among the counties that have spoken on 
the subject. It is matter of small 
portance to Mr. Stephens whether the two- 
thirds rule is put over him or not, as he will 
get such a@ majority as will put him beyond 
any rule, if the returns from the remaining 
counties bear out the returns of to-day. Asto 
congressman-at-large there is no detfinite or 
leading choice expressed. Kach candidate 

‘has his friends, and of course each one is 
much stronger than appears in this table, but 
as this issue Was not madea controlling one 
in many of the county primaries the prefer- 
ences do not appear On the surface. There is 
plenty of good material in the list balloted 
for to-day and no sort of use in seeking any 
material outside of thuse who are already 
before the convention,

Dallas—All About a New Town—An Elberfon Baud 
Challenge—Dalton Improvements—Big Fruit 
and Other Milledgeville Matters— Major 
Morgan, of Rome, His Condition.

Daas, July 3.—Dallas, the county site of 
Paulding. is 35 miles from Atlanta and 36 
from Rome, and on the Cincinnati and Geor- 
gia railroad now in process of construction. 
The town was located in 1852 and soon be- 
came a flourishing country town, but as it 
was in the line of ‘‘Sherman’s march to the 
sea,’’ it suffered seriously from the torch— 
from which it has not fully recovered. Since 
the war until now, it has remained nearly the 
same—neither increasing nor diminishing. 
But since the location of the Cincinnati and 
Georgia railroad by the town it is beginning 
totake on anew appearance.

completed and many more are under way. 
Two brick store rooms on Rome street, near

Dallas has 13 dry goods and grocery 
stores, 4 churches, 1 high school, 1 bakery, | 
dentist, 1 jeweler, 1 barber, 2 blacksmith 
shops, 1 shoe and harness ote § 2 doctors, 6 
lawyers, 1 livery stable, 1 hotel, owned by J. 
B. Foute, who wishes to rentitout. The 
population of Dallas is rapidly increasing, 
numbering several hundred now.

MORE ABOUT THE DAHLONEGA 
MINES. 


A; Description of the Batlow and Hand Mine and its 
Productse—Captain Jack Huff—The Water Pow. 
er and Ditehes—Other Mines—Calhoun, 
Pigeon Roost, Lockhart and Loud. 


From the Dahlonega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

Last week we gave a description of the Ivey, 
consolidated and now we shall endeevor to 
givean outlineof amine that is equally as 
interesting. The property owned by Messrs. 
Bariow and Hand consists of quite a number 
of 40 acre lots, principatly located on the 
west side of Cane creek. The mine for our 
consideration is located southwest of Dahlon- 
ega, a distance of three miles and consists of 
four lots, known as Nos. 726, 727, 728 and 747. 
The mill is situated on the latter tract. The 
mine is located on the three former, the 
auriferous belts running diagonally across 
them. In the year 1866 Colonel Pride 
purchased this property from the Weir 
estate, Martin heirs, and Richard 
Castlebery, for the Georgia gold 
Manufacturing Company, and went to work 
on agrand scale, but to little or no effect. He 
erected a very large and expensive forty stamp 
mill run by steam power, dry mined and paid 
large wages. fur his labor and used but little 
Lgliemaont in many respects. The conse- 
quence was a complete failure. The mine 
Jay idlefor a number of years. In 1869 it was 
Mpurchased by Mr. Barlow of New York. In 
1877 active steps were made toward getting 
the mine ready for action. The first move 
made by the company was to secure Captain 
Jack Huff as their superintendent. Captain 
Huft is one of the best miners -in the state, 
and has no dvuubt done as much for the min- 
ing interest of the county as any man in if, 
Suggestions that were made by him to thé 
company no doubt have been the means of 
their great success ip Georgia gold mines.”’ 

THE CANAL. 

The next was to construct a large canal from 
the Hand ditch (which terminated at Dahilon- 
ega), to the highest possible point on the prop- 
erty. A satistactory survey was made and 
the ditch commenced which was pushed rap- 
idly until it was finished to Cane creek; there 
it was necessa”y to carry the water across a 
canon about 375 feet deep and near one half 
mile wide. This was accomplished by means 
of -iron tubing, and in 1878 the whole 
was completed and the water on the mine. 
In the meantime, a large ,canal was un- 
der construction from Cane creek, the water 
being taken out three-quarters of a mile above 
the mill for the purpose of getting a water 
power. Now the canals were finished, 
and one might infer tha the mill was 
yet to be built, but such was not the case, 
for while all this was being done the con- 
tractor was lWfusily engaged in erecting a 
splendid forty stamp mill, and making all 
necessary improvements. The building is 
very large and commodious, the dimensions 
of which are about 75x150 ft. The best of ma- 
chinety is employed, the Hunt water wheel, 
Hall patent, stamps and batteries *manufac- 
tured by Porter & Meakin, of Atlanta. Cop- 
per plates are used, and ordinary riffled 
sluices. A line of twenty-five inch. sluice- 
boxes, runs from the milk to the creek which 
saves the largest per cent of gold that 
escapés from the amalgamated plates, 

THE ORE 

Just back of the stamps is an apartment 
for depositing the ore as it is broughtin from 
the terminus of the sluice line, where there 
is a large shed under which are double bins 
18x64 feet. These receive the ore as it rolls in 
frBin the mine by means of wat@® through a 
large and well constructed line of sluice- 
boxes. After the ore, sand and water passes 
into the first depository, the water passes out 
and carries with it a considerable amount of 
sand or fine bits of gold-bearing quartz. This 
is caught in what we call sand boxes. All the 
heavy substance is lifted out of these on toa 
platform as it is deposited, and the mud and 
water allowed to pass off, to be lost in the 
muddy waters of the Chestatee. The ore 
thus deposited is thrown into cars that bold 
two tons each, and , carried overa splendid 
railroad a distance of 150 yards, where it is 
deposited, ready for being crushed. The 
flume through which the ore is carried from 
the mine is near 4,000 feet in length, the 
depth of which is 20 and widih 25. inches. 
The bottom is rifled so as to save the free gold 
before reaching the mill. We have not passed 
hastily from point to point, until we are at 
the head of the line, on.the great Pigeon 
Roost belt, where two little giants are at 
work, and by the assistance of six or eight 
men, keep a 40 stamp mill going night and 
day. This belt is oue of the most important 
divisions of /the great gold ‘belt that runs 
northeast ahd southwest through north Geor- 
gin. The Yeins of this lead are in soft 
talce-slate, the width of the strata here vary- 
ing from 100 to 400 feet. Some of the veins 
are yery large, but generally small, though 
very numerous and of good quality. The 
entire lead might be considered one massive 
Vein, asthe whole taken together contains 
gold enough to pay this and other companies 
handsome dividends. This company has ore 
enough to run their mill many years to come, 
without having to touch their back belt which 
lies parallel with the one just’mentioned, at a 
distance of less than 300 teet. 

OALHOUN, 

This company is engaged in getting every- 
thing ready for action. There are at present 
over fifty men in itsemploy. The bridge that 
was being constructed ig now finished, and 
the wagons rolling over it. Captain Reese 
says, ina jesting way, that they intend, when 
this rots down, buildiag an iron one—some- 
thing that will be permanent, and last proba- 
bky till she mine is worked out. | 

PIGEON ROOST, 

Colonel White has made good headway 
here for the past week. He has finished the 
flumeline up to the Barlow railroad, and is 
now making the mill: excavation. . He has 
also made a new reservoir and cut a ditch 
from it, and has the water on both sides of 
the Pigeon Roost gulch. A pew house is 
being erected by him for the benefit of his 
hands. We are glad to see the work going 
on, and expect in the future to see an im- 
mense yield, 

LOCKHART. 
At this mine considerable excitement has 


made on this property. We were at the yein 
and found if to be clearly defined, and run-. 
ning parallel with the Lockhart seven feet 
and twelve feet veins, and lying one hundred 
feet southeast of the nearestof them. The 
Ore isin arge pieces, and the gold is in great 
quantities. We were shown*splendid pan- 
nings and quartz that was literally covered 
with the precious metal. We are satisfied 
that it is one of the most remarkable strikes 
that bas ever been made in the gold fields of 
Georgia. The two mills are making regular 
time, and the yield is satisfactory. The large 
mill is running on ore from the Black- 
mer shaft and the small one from the open 
cut. The dam and canal will be finished 
within two weeks if nothing more than usual 
happens. 
LOtD. 

The great drain imto the Loud mine dé- 
— is about finished Chatteen branch has 
een turned through and by the assistance of 
the two little giants, the dirt is being rapidly 
removed. Weare informed by the superin- 
tendent that over 1,000 dwts. of gold will be 
taken from the sluice line before they get into 
the deposit. This yield was not expected as 
there was nothing in the ridge at this point 
that was supposed to carry gold. Considera- 
ble prospecting is being done on the mill ore 
belts. They are showing up well, and in the 
future the company intend to put up a large 
quartz mill or two and crush these valuable 
ores.

Successful Carp Raising.

Last Tuesday evening, with quite a wat 
of gentlemen, we walked down to Mr. Simp- 
son’s fish nds. That gentleman is ve

undertaking. and took much délight in shove 
ing the ty all the points connected with 
carp raising. He obtained a large carp, two 
years old, frym Mr. Frank Colley’s pond a few 
months ago and putit in his breeding pond. 
This carp hatched a short while ago, and now 
there are thousands of little cerp that are 
from one to two inches long, and they are as 
sprightly and pretty little fish as one coulda 
wish tosee. Some crackers were thrown on 
the water, and hundreds of these fish would 
gather around each cracker, keeping up a 
continual noise as they sucked the food, like 
chattering teeth. The crackers were svon 
disposed of by the little finny fellows, who 
were at the same time satisfying their own 
appetites and the curiosity of the parties 
who were standing around the pond. As an 
evidence of how numerous they are in this 
pond, when thousands seemed to be out- 
side, Mr. Simpson shut down the gate 
to the fish trap, and with a dip-net caught 
a large number of. them in there, when 
no food had been thrown in to entice them. 
This is as successful carp hatching as we have 
seen mentioned even in the jreports from the 
government ponds. In his large pond Mr, 
Simpson has one or two hundred carp from 
ten to fourteen inches long. About this time 
last vear these fish were not longer than the 
little ones nuw in his breeding pond, and are 
now but little more than ayearold. Mr. 
Simpson has caughta numberof these and 
had them served on his table, to the great de- 
light of all who partook of them. Ina lot of 
six of these fish, five of them had large quan- 
tities of eggs in them, and in a larger 
lot =the proportion of those con- 
taining eggs was as great. This clearly 
demonstrates what prolific breeders the carp 
are. It is very gratifying to the people at 
large and especially to a newspaper man, to 
know that such success can be attained in tish 
raising, and we hope the day will soon come 
when everybody who can will havea good 
fish pond, and have it stocked with carp. 
Like every other industry that is worthy of 
the name, this one needs attention to make 
it succeed, but there is no great care nor skill 
necessary; and for’ the amount of laber be- 
stuwed it will prove highly remunerative to 
every family in furnishing a great delicacy 
for the table.

A ucHINcLoss BroTHERS 
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REDUCING POSTAL RATES. 


What Postmaster-Generai Hewe Says of it-A Few 
Figures. 

Wasuineton, July 3.—Senator Ferry, chair 
man of the senate committee on post-offices 
and post-roads, has received a communication 
from Postmaster-General Howe respecting a 
proposition which the committee have under 
consideration—to reduce the rate of postage 
on letters trom three to two cents, and on 
newspapers to One half the present rate. The 
postmaster general in his letter takes decided 
grounds against any reduction of letter 
rates, and thinks none can be 
made  withoui leading to & seri- 
ous diminu'ion of postal revenue. He savs: 
‘The department bas no precise information 
as to the amount of postage realized on letters. 
All pustages are now collected by imeans ot 
postage-stamps, and the revenue is derived 
through thesale of the stamps. The same 
kind of stamps are used promiscuousiy for 
first, third and fourth class matter, and hence 
it is impossible to determine by the sales what 
amountis used for each of the several classes 
of matter. While, therefore, the exact 
amount cannot be stated, the revenue frum 
letter postage may be safely approximated at 
between 85 and 90 per cent of the entire 
postal receipts. 

The deficiency in the postal revenue for the 
year ended June 30, 1881, was stated in the 
annual repert of my predecessor, at $2,451,- 
129.35, to which is to be added a copsiderable 
sum, not yet fully ascertained on account of 
the outstanding indebtedness existing at the 
time the report was made. For the present 
fiscal year it is probable that the receipts will 
exceed the expenditures, owing = in 
part to material retrenchments in the 
cost of star and steamboat services, but more 
largely to an extracrdinary increase in the re- 
ceipts occasioned by the reversal on the 21st 
of February, 18381, by the late Postmaster- 
General Maynard of asection of the postal 
regulations, admitting into the mails at third 
class ratesa large quantity of partially written 
matter which had been previously to the 


adoption of the regulation, and is now subject’ 


to letter rates of postage. So greatly did this 
change affect the revenues that the increase 
for the present over the past fiscal year will 
closely approximate $5,000,000, This, however, 
isan abnormal gain, and the increase for the 
next year over the present fiscal year must be 
expected to fall far short of those figures. 
Buatastill further reduction in the cost of 
staraund steamboat service under new con- 
tracts, to take effect on the Ist 
July, together with a natural increase 
in the receipts, wiil, at a moderate 
timate upon the basis of eXisting rates 
of pustage, result in asurplus of receipts of 
$1,500,000, notwithstanding that there will be 
an increpse in the aggregate expenditures, 
growing out of the inevitable expansion of 
the service. it must be evident, though, from 
what has been stated, that if letter postage be 
reduced to two cents, so far from there being 
a surplus, a large sum will be needed from 
the treasury, in addition to the postal re- 
ceipts, to meet the expenditures of the coming 
fiscal year. I therefore conclude that the 
postage on [etters cannot be reduced one-third 
with ‘safety’ tothe revenue. The ‘propriety’ 
of such reduction is a matter peculiarly ad- 
dressed to the discussion of congress. 
Undoubtedly the present rate on _first- 
class matter is much. more than just 
compensation for the cost of transporting 
that matter. To the extent of that excess it 
is a tax on correspondence. How far that is 
a proper subject for taxation is a question 
upon which I have no special opportunities 
for fofming an opinion, That is purely a 
legislative and not am administrative ques- 
tion.”’ In reply tothe inguiry with regard 
tothe reduction of newspaper postage, the 
postmaster general incloses a copy of a com- 
munication recently addressed by him to the 
house of representatives, in response to a 
resolution of that body, in which he says: 
‘*But for the express command of the house 
of representatives, I should hardly venture to 
express 4n opinion as to the propriety of 
abolishing postage on second-class matter 
(newspapers). I lave no exclusive or excep- 
tional means of forming an opinion on the 
subject; nevertheles, my opfpion is that such 
postage should be abolished.”

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TWO PER CENTS. 


A Juint Resolution to Authorize the Issue of Two 
Hundred Million Dellars. 

WasuHinaTon, July 3.—A joint resolution 
was reported to the house to-das from the 
committee On Ways aud means, and passed to 
the following effect: 

That the secretary of the treasury be, and 
hereby is, authorized and empowered in bis 
discretion to issue bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness of the United States in such form 
(being 0or multiplies thereof) as he shall 
see fit. to the amount of not more, in the ag- 
gregate, than.$200,000,000, bearing interest at 
the rate of 2 per cent, payable half yearly, 
and the principal and accrued interest paya- 
ble at any time at the option of the United 
States. He shall issue them only in exchange 
for the obligations of the United States bear- 
ing a higher rate of interest than 2 per cent 
per annum, at the par value of the several 
obligations exchanged. The bonds or certifi- 
cates of indebtedness hereby authorized shall 
not be redeemed until all the bonds 
of the the United States bearing a higher rate 
of interest, and which are payable at 
the option of the government, shall have first 
been — off ortalled. The bonds or certifi 
cates hereby authorized shall be called in fer 
payment in the inverse order to that in 
Which they shall have been issued, and in 
such sums at each call as the secretary of the 
treasury may determine. They may be used 
by national bank associations as securities for 
the payment end redemption of their cireu- 
lating notes, and by national bank depositories 
as security for deposits with them of public 
moneys, at the same rates and subject to the 
same relation as other obligations of the 
governmnunt er now received and held for 
those purposes respectively. They shall be 
redeemable at the treasury of the United 
States in coin of the present standard value, 
and the interest thereon shall be payable in 
that coin at that place. They shall be exen.pt 
from all taxes or duties of the United States 
and from taxation in any form by or under 
state, municipal or lecal authority. Nothi. + 
herein contained shall be held or construed 
to authorize any increase whatever of ile 
bonded debt of the United States,

THE MISSISSIPPI. 


A New Plan Proposed for Improving the Bed of the 
Great Southern River. 

Wasuineton, July 3—TDne plans of the Mis- 
sissippi river com nission and the. proposed 
appropriation in ‘tie river and harbor bill, to 
be used on the riv-r, have been sturdily op- 
posed here for se\.ral months by Johu Cow- 
don, an experienced steamboat captain, who 
is thoroughly acquainted with the stream. 
Cowdon pet peers to substitute for new levees 
and all the devices of the commission a new 
outlet, half a mile wide from the river, at a 
point about ten miles below New Orleans, 
into Lake Borgne. Captain .Cow- 
don’s supporters have urged _ this 
plan for many months With- 
out an apparent diminution of energy. ‘The 
captain has succeeded in induciug Senator 
Coke to ge a an amendment to the river 
and harbof bill authorizing him to make the 
outlet, and giving him as compensation 
for the land, the work and the expenses, 
$1,000,000, provided that the flood line of the 
river at New Orleans shall be lowered four 
feet within 60 days after the completion of the 
outlet. Another section provides that he 
shall be paid for the lowering of the flood 
level at the rate of $250,000 per foot. Cowdon’s 
argumentis that a new ontlet, discharging 
200,000 cubic feet per second, will be more 
effective in lowering the river and preventing 
floods than all the means to be used by the 
commission.

Several Additions to the Bill in Favor of Seme Neg 
lected Localities. 

Wasurnaton, July 4.—The senate commerce 
committee to-day nearly finished the consid- 
eration olf the river aud harbor bill. Senater 
Kellogg’s amendment to increase the appro- 
priation for the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi, between ghe head of the passes and 
Cairo, to five million dollars, was agreed to by 
a vote of six totwo, This adds to tiie house 
bill the one million dollars as.ed for by the 
commission to close the gaps in the levees 
occasioned by the recent floods. It includes 
also the building of a luck at the bayvu Pla- 
quemines, The amendment proposed by 
Senator Frye prohibiting the building of levees 
was defeated by a vote of 5 to 30. 

Mr. Kellogg's amendment for an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 for removing obstructions in 
the bayou Lafourche, below Lockport, was 
also adopted. Provisions are also made for 
surveys and estimates for improvements in 
Cane river, the bayou Pierre and other bay- 
ous. $40,000 was added to the house appro- 
priation for Galveston harbor, for the im- 

rovemént of the harbors of New Orleans, 
Natchez, Vicksburg and Memphis are also 
included in the bill. $25,000, was added to 
the house appropriation for the improvement 
of Beaufor: barbor,Cape Fear and other rivers 
in North Carolina. The committee have 
added about $2,000,000 to the house bill, 
making the total amount provided for as it 
will be reported to the senate more than 
$19,000,000.

Is acharacter which tradition has devel- 
oped into a respectable individualism in this 
siute, Heis to ourremote and sparsely set- 
tled interiors the phototype of the yankee 
down-easter—a back woodsman,but not a fron- 
tiersman, bold, fearless, yet not a bully. ‘He 
is not liberal, yet kind, hospitable and hon- 
est. Not so notably shrewd as the Maine 
provincialist, but generally holds his own in 
a horse swap; not'so energetic, yet the morn- 
ing stars dance to the shrill music 
praise. and he takes his substantial supper in 
the light of a blazing pine not fire; knot so in 
quisitive, yet exhibiting a deep seated curi- 
vsity inthe happenings of the great outside 
worid, the center of which he conceives 
to be in the nearest railroad town of im- 
portance. He is a cracker because heis a 
curiosity, and is idealized as the typical Geor- 
gian, because, as a eharacter, more or less zen- 
eral to theentire state, he never disyraces 
himself. He is here, sufficiently typitied for 
our purpose. Ineanother cblumn of the Ar- 
gus will be found a clipping from M. Quad’s 
Georgia letters in the Detroit Free Press, in 
which he attempts to create a Georgia cracker 
to order, and not entirely original to our 
state, but, misplaced in his imagination. 
This ideality of M. Quad’s is recognized in 
the Arkansas traveller, and is found in the 
trail of the North American Indians, from 
the Narragansett to the Cascades, wherever a 
new civilization has blazed. its landmarks; 
but he is no more a typical Georgia cracker 
than an average Wolverine er Hoosier. He is 
simply a native American, indigenius to 
free huntingand fishing—too indolent to work 
teo proud to beg, too timid to steal. He 
is educated in the botany of the Indian, and 
can remark the capacities of the yaller dog 
with a never failing precision. His chiefest 
concern is the local value of a coonskin, the 
possibilities of a wild bee tree find in the 
neighboring wood, and the various habits of 
the finny tribe and the small game of the 
ridges. Hecan shine an opossum and en- 
snarea wiid turkey to its doom. He can 
lgok a bull dog in the eye, calm his ferocity, 
aud bring him, meek and purring, ‘ike a 
house kitten, to his fondling. Otherwise he 
is much as M. Quad paints him, but is wrong- 
ly labeled. We say this much because the 
typical Georgian has been wantonly slandered 
and the poetry stripped from our ideal na- 
tive, ungenerous asit nay appear to one who 
has said so many nice things of us, and spread 
them so daintily before bis world of readers.

In point of num bers the celebration of the 
Fourth in Atlanta, was a complete success, 
but on account of the inefficiency of certain 
persons who were employed to take chargr of 
portions of the programme, the enjoyment of 
the visitors was somewhat less than it should 
have been and than was contemplated by the 
committee of arrangements. 

When the day dawned the skies were cov- 
ered with clouds, the heat of the sun was 
shut off andthe day made endurable. At 
sunrise a salute of three guns was fired near 
the barracks, and at the same hour the At- 
Janta cornet band, under the leadership of 
Proféssor Huff, Atlanta’s colored musician, 
began playing atthe car shed, and by 8 o’elock 
that portion of the city was threnged bya 
From the Markham 
house to the Kimball house, on Wall 
Street, there was a countless number 
of lemonade stands and ice creambooths from 
which an incessant screaming and an endless 
stream of colored liquids ran during the day. 
In fact these temporary industries were the 
leading features of the day. There were at 
least one hundred of these stands scattered 
about the city, and from them an incessant 
trade was carried on from early in the. morn- 
ing until late at night. 

THE CROWD BEGINS TO ARRIVE, 

At 8:30 o'clock the trains, began arriying, 
and until eleven the stream of people 
continued to pour in until fully fifteen thou- 
sand persons were in Atlanta. The West 
Point road brought in three trains and emp- 
tied nearly five thousand people into the city ; 
the Western and Atlantic road added fully 
three thousand to the crowd from along the 
West Point; the Georgia ruad brought in 
nearly as many as the Western and Atlaritic; 
the Air Line augmented the crowd with 
nearly two thousand while the Georgia Pa 
cific and the country adjacent to Atlanta, 
made up the balance of the fifteen thousand 
Visitors. 

About ten o’clock the surging crowd began 
to throng Whitehall and Alabama ‘streets 
near James’ bank. On the roof .of this build- 
ing was Professor Bixby and his corps ot as- 
sistants, who were engaged in inflating one of 
the balloons. As the gas began filling the aw 
ship it began floating in the air, high above 
the roof, and as it surged to and fro, the 
crowd below rent the air with their patriotic 
cries. At 10:30 exactly the balloon was full 
of gas and - the ropes which’ held 
it down were severed with a knife. In an in- 
stant the air vessel shot up until it was fully 
five hundrec feet above the earth, when it 
struck a stiff breeze, which bore it rapidly off 
in a northeasternly direction. As it traveled 
away, reaching out towards the clouds, fuliy 
fifty thousand eyes gazed at it, while balf as 
many persons strained their lungs to give ut- 
terance to their joyous feelings. 

For fully three quarters of an hour the 
balloon could be seen sailing away on its up- 
ward journey, but suddenly it darted behind 
a heavy cloud, and in an instant the fun 
secking people were moving towards the capt 
tol where the fantastic parade was advertised 
to form.

fHE FANTASTIC PARADE. 

Upto 12:30 the line of march, which had 
been maped out was crowded with the v'si- 
tors all anxieus to see the fantastic parade, 
but they were doomed to @ disappolnt- 
ment, for soon after the riders had donned 
their fancy suits the manager of the brigade 
wus informed that the liveryman with whom 
he bad contracted for fifiy borses could not 
comply with his contract. However, the ad- 
vertising cars made for the parade were out, 
and from them no little amusement was ex- 
tracted First in the line stood @ wagon 
drawn by two large horses, which were liter- 
ally covered with small flags. In the wagon 
were a dozen or more boys whose faces and 
bodies were covered with fancy apparel. 
The streamers on the side of the wagon show- 
ed that it bag been sent forth by A. J. 
Miller, the Pea¢htree street furniture man. 
Next after this|/was Oscar Wilde’s wagon and 
bell, and then ¢ame Miller & Brady's four-in- 
hand. This Avas followed by Dougherty, 


Ryan and otVers who seek the patronage of 
the public’ When the adveriising cars learn 
ed that the fantastic procession would not 
move they took an independent line and 
‘‘went-as-they-pleased.”’ 

fHE WATER WORKS. 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon the citizens of, 
as well as the visitors to Atlanta, were stfar- 
tled by the ringing of the fire belis and in 
a few seconds several hose reels 
appeared on Marietta street, giving 
a solution-to the alarm of fire. As quickly 
as possible eight lines of hose were attached 
to as many plaugson Marietta street, and in- 
stanily cight streams of water were scatter- 
ing themselves along the street. This was the 
test of the efliciency of the water works, and 
the result Was not at all satisfactory to Mayor 
English orto chief of the fire department 
Ryan. All of* the streams were fed from 
the same main and the average distanee Wase 
less than fifty feet when it should have been 
three times as far. The test was witness- 
ed by many of the city officialsand Mayor 
English, after gazing at it a few seconds said: 
“This demonstates the truth of my position 
when L.asked the water commissioners to de- 
clare the emergeney so great thatan extra- 
ordinary tax might be levied _ for 
atwenty inch main. See that stream. There 
are only eight of them, but they are weak. 
They are all fed from one sixteen inch main, 
and everybody knows that that main is not 
enough even if backed by all the machinery 
in the world, We want and will have to have 
a twenty inch main.” 

Notwithstanding the want of power occa- 
sioned, by the small main; the laddies done 
well, and exhibited a quickness rarely wit- 
nessed in any fire department of longstanding, 

THE SECOND BALLOON, 

At exactly tour o'clock the second balloon 
was cut loose, an’ in ashort time it was wend- 
ing its way in tae direction taking by its pre- 
decessor. But while the crowd was yet watch- 
ing this air vessel as it cut its way through 
the clouds, asudden and heavy shower sprang 
up tausing them to seek refuge in the houses 
and stores near by. 

THE BASE BALL. 

At the same time as that at which the sec- 
ond balloon went: up time was called upon 
the base ball players at the barracks. For the 
purse there were two entries—the ‘‘Indepen- 
dents’’ of Atlanta andthe “Gate City” of 

i. The “Independents” won 
—the toss and sent their oppo- 
nents to the bat, bat at the end of the second 
inning the rain stopped the game and both 
clubs agreed to finish the contest next Thurs- 
day at the same place. The same rain brought 
a sudden termination te a game of La Crosse 
in Ormond’s grove, and in several other in- 
stances spoiled the fun of the visitors. 

THE WHITE BAND. 

The Atlanta Musical union brass band, un- 
der the leadership of Professor Soule, did all 
in their po wer to make the day a success, 
They played often and well. They serenaded 
from one place to anothe: until they had ta- 
ken in the entire town nearly, and convinced 
everybody that they would make a good 
musical organization. At half-past five they 
gave a grand concert at the city hall park and 
theiraudience wasneither small nor unap- 
preciative. In a word Atlanta should foster 


this band. 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

The day was fraught with scenes and inci- 
dents. Early in the morning the police began 
their arrests. and by noon the stationhouse 
was full of drunks and crooks. One old Vir- 
ginia darkey was fleeced of six dollars by two 
sharps, but their arrest caused a restitution. 
At the car shed a Mr. Jackson, from Dalton, 
was relieved of a pocketbook containing forty

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ATLANTA’S POOR. 


Where They are and How They are Cared For--What 
They Do. 

On Alabama street, between Loyd and 
Washington, stands a lage two-story iramed 
building, painted yellow. Beside it stands a 
single-story structure, running the same 
length of the other and standing so near it 
that the two seem to belong to the same 
premises. he smaller is the hospital of the 
Atlanta hospital and benevolent home, and 
the larger building is the home proper. In 
these two buildings the pauper pocr of At- 
lanta are cared for. 

Yesterday a CoNsTiTUTION reporter, under 
the guidance of Dr. H HH. Tucker and Dr. M, 
C. Martin, madeatour of the: institution. 
There are sixteen bed rooms neatly kept, with 
reception matron’s room, kitehen, 
dining room, ete. Iverything was in trim 
order, and the patients are cared for as well 
as they could be im good homes surrounded 
by friends, Still there are several inmates 
whose conditions were particularly sad. Inan 
upper room sat two old ladies chatting together, 
Their faces were careworn and wrinkled. 
They had reached that period in life at which 
they are helpless, and as they sat there facing 
each other and exe! anging their thoughts, 
they seemed to be waiting only for the sum- 
mons which will call them tenuee One of 
them was stone biind In another room, 
propped up in a large rocking chair, and sur- 
rounded by soft piliows, was the pale and 
emaciated form of a woman who is dying of 
consumption. She, too, by right of age, stood . 
with one foot in the grave, and her 
large eyes looked into’ the reporter's 
with that half scared, half longing 
expression whic: is peculiar to consumptives, 
as if she fully understood that her days on 
earth could be but few. A month more and 
she, perhaps, will sink to sleep and be at rest. 
In the hospital was one woman whose condi- 
tion was truly pitiable. A few weeks ago she 
happened to be burned frightfully. All up 
om one side of her legs and back the fire 
had done @ most cruel work. Her recovery 
would seem iimpussible. She has to stay 
in bed with no clothing on and can 
scarcely move. Sie must suffer ine 
tensely. She toois very’ old, and this fact 
will’uperate against ler recovery. There are 
only tive patientsin the hospital, but the 
notable cases have been meutioned. ‘here 
are usually about twenty inmates of both 
hospital and boiwe. Dr. H. H. Tucker, one of 
the most notable divines in Atlanta, is presi- 
dent of the bouru of trustees, and wakes a 
daily Visit to the home every morning. He 
spends an hour or sothere. be hospital pa- 
‘tients are cared for by the 
ward physicians, who do the work by 
turns, eac! one taking the home for 
two months at a tinre. 


TOOTS, 


At present Dr, M, C, 
Martin, of the fourth ward, is attending tothe 
hospital. Mrs. Haile is the matron. When 
the reporter bad completed his tour, Mrs. 
Haile, in answer to aqiestion said; | 

“The city pays us seventy-five dollars a 
month to take care of all those who need at- 
tention in the hospital. We have taken all 
who have been sent tous so far. Of course 
the $75 will not pay the expenses ef the in- 
stitution but it helps that much. This is 
intended to be in fact «as well as in 
name a benevolent institution and 
what the city lacks toward paying the 
expenses we make up from outside contribu- 
tions. 
contributions from the Second Baptist church 
to the extent of $230. About two monthsago 
Trinity church gave $200. ‘Tue Jews gave us 
$25 not long ago.”’ 

“Tell me something about what the in- 
mates eat?’’ 

“The sick ones have anything they call for. 
They get generally coffee, steak, teas, biscuit 
and butter. The well ones have good coffee 
and the children have sugarin theirs. Ibie 
well ones have for breakfast grits, corn bread, 
bacon, sometimes fried grits and warm fried 
potatoes. Generaily, however, they have 
only grits, corn bread, coffee and bacon. They 
are aliowed to eat us much as they please. Lt 
is cooked and put on the table, and they eat 
as much as they like. Fordinner they have 
beef about twice a week; corn bread, bacon, 
generally three kinds of vegetables. For sup- 
per they have tea, light bread and biscuit.” 

‘How much dves this cost you?” 

“By having some of the inmates of the 
home to assist us we are able to pay all ex- 
penses.atfhe remarkably small price of six 
cents per meal.’ 

So it appears that the home is in good 
shape, and ix asrceess in every Way.

An Ioterview With Him at the Markham House Yes. 
terday—How He Appears— What He Says of the 
South and of His American Tour—His 
Lecture at DeGieve’s Last Night, 


When Oscar 'Wilde reached Atlanta yesferday 
froth Maéon ” h@ @fsémbarked from the train and 
stalked with measured tread to the Markham, 
flanked by his valet, when he entered the arcade 
of the Markham, he aivanced to. the 
radiator and came toahalt, There he p sed, one 
hand sought the spot where his heart wag supposed 
tobe, and the other hung by his side. His head 
was thrown back, bis long locks fell over -his shoul- 
ders, and he gazed upon the frescoing im the ceiling 
apparently oblivious of the curious gazes that were 
direvted toward him. His able secretary ad- 
vanced, and put histantograph upon the register, 
aud then Mr. Wilde was shown toa room on the 
second fivor facing to the west, kept especially 
for esthetes. Mr. Wilde had searcely had 
time to be dusted by his abie valet before a ConstI- 
TUTION reporter sent up his card. The response was 


an invitation tothe young maa to *‘come up at 
once,’’ and according!y aftera very brief lapse of 
time THE CONSTITUTION Was rapping at the door of 
the room <«f the great esthete. A Geep voice from 
the inside called, ‘‘Come in,’’ and the reporter 
turned the snob and entered. The room 
was rather narrow and one end opened by two 
windows upon Lojd street. Almost right under 
the window tre colored ee were yelling and 
shoutiug in true Fourth of July style. The spee- 
tacle that met the astonished gaze of the reporter 
was one long to be remembered. In the furihe: 
eud of the room, seated in a large rocking chair, 
was the greatesthete. His appearance was strik- 
ing in the extreme, so odd he _ appeared 

His hair was long and fell about 
his shoulders. It was parted near 
the middle and was rather stiff aud in great 
abundance. His fave was large, bis lips exceedingly 
so, aud his nose prominent. He would weigh evi- 
dently about 180 pounds. His dress was not the 
court @ostume which he wears while on the stage, 
but it deserves espedial mention. His coat was a 
back velvet jacket. He wore a white waistcoat 
With gray woolen pantaloons. A monster mvon.- 
light green tie surrounded his throut. 
His socks were exquisite silk and 
his shoes dainty gaiters, On 4 
tabie near bim lay a very fine cloth cloak with silx 
lining. Outhe burcau lay a large wide brimmed 
hataudnearitan ivory cane. Ona table laya 
beuquetof sunflowers, Around the poet lecturer 
lay svattered several books, novels and books of 
oetryin Freneh. THE CONSTITUTION was bot long 
in ilaking known its business. Mr. Wilde appeared 
tape irritated by the yelling outside, and rising 
Baia: % 

“Oh, the patriots, the patriots; let’s shut down 
the window aud shut out the noise.”’ 

‘This is the first 4th of Juiy you ever saw in 
America?"’

“What do you think of il as you see it now?"’ 

“IT donu'tthink tha: anythingso fine as the de- 
Claration of independence shou d bece eb ated atall 
if it cannot be celebrated in a very nuble manner. 
Arm ouust the most artistic things thatany city car 
do is to celebrate by pageantanuy great eras in i 
history. Why should notthe 4th of July pagea 
in Atlanta be as fiue as the mardi gras carnival in 
New Orleans? Indeed a pageant is the most per- 
fect school of art fora people. It shows them what 
otherwise they would not have a chanee of see 
ing, noble costumes, beautiful “colors and 
sculpturesqse grouping. it would be quite impos- 
sible to over-estinute the influence on art that any 
celebration of the kind would have, forin an age 
like this, where there issucha growin: feeling for 
whatis merely grotesque and consequently ignoble, 
I think the people need to be reminded of the dig 
nity of pure beauty. Amongst the many sigus in 
Europe of @ growing feeling for art, perhaps 
one of the foremost is the revi- 
val in SO many Cliies of dhe 
beautiful pageants of the past. ButIam afraid 
thatthe only pageants that most American cities 
have a hope of seeing are the glaring processions of 
their traveling circusses, and I feel that they de- 
serve something very much bett r.’’ 

‘You huve been to see Mr Jefferson Davis lately, 
Tell me something about your visit to him.”’ 

‘He livesina very beautiful house by the sea, 
amid lovely trees. He impressed me very much as 
aman of the keenest intellect, anda man fairly to 
be a leader of men on account of @ persona)ty that 
isassimpleasitisstrong, andan enthusiasm that 
ixas ferventasitis faultless. Wein Ireland are 
fighting for the principle of autonomy against em- 
pire, for independence ageinst centralization, for 
the principles for which the south fought. Soit 
was a matter of immense interest and pleasure to 
metomect the leader of such a great cause. 
cause although there may bea failurein fact, in idea 
ther. is no fallure possible. The principles for which 
Mr. Davis and the routh went te war cannot suffer 
defeat. | had read Mr. Davis's book, which is a 
masterpiece, although to us in Europe the elaborate 
detail of military manceuver is at times a little 
burdensome. Kut there are passages in which he 
dweils on the principles of the southe-n confed- 
eracy that were read by us with the keenest in 
terestanud delight. It is impossible not. to think 
nobly of a Gourtry that has produeed Patrick 
Hieury, Thomas Jefferson, George Washington and 
Jefferson Davis. Besides its great men I admire in 
the south the wonderful beauty of its vegetation. I 
haye seeuv no forests in Europe more wonderful, 
no flowers more exquisite in perfume or 
in color. It is worth while to come 
over .here merely to see the magnolia 
in full blossom. It should be—the south—the home 
of artin America, becanse it possesses the most per- 
fect surroundings: and now thatit is recovering 
from the hideous ruin of the war 1 nave no doubt 
that all these beautiful arts.in whose cause I will 
spend my youth in pleading, will spring up among 
you. ‘The south has produced the best. poet of 
America—Edgar Allen Poe: and with all its splen- 
did traditions it would be impossible not to believe 
that she will continue to verfect what she has began 
sonobly. The very physique of the peoplein the 
south is far finer than that in the north, and a 
temperameutinfinitely more susceptible to the in- 
fluences of beautr, 

“Tell me something about your sunflower ideas?”’ 
“Un, yes! I have some here that were sent up 
tome. The reason that we value the sunflower so 
much, is because it is so perfectly adapte | for deco- 
rative art. “any flowers will merely be beautiful 
in color, without having a definite form, such as 
the magnolia for instance. But this flewer is bagt 
suited for decoration, because its form is definite 
and perfect, and of all flowers, perhaps, the sun- 
flower is the one which art hus made noblest use of. 
lit ap, ears constantly in the medalic and tapestry 
of old Europe aud is found! all through eastern 
art. Besides its beautiful fo:m the imagination of 
the world has surrounded it witha halo of beauti- 
ful legions as golden as the halo of its own golden 
rays. 1 have been very. pleased to find 
siice I came to America, that the people 
have come to sce and to appreciate its wonderful 
splendor far more than 1 think they did before, and 
indeed that is one of the novlestu es of art. It 
tukes up some flower which people have thought 
co um nandshows them how beauti’ul i: is,”’ 
‘how do you find art in America?.’ 

“The feeling of art and the admiration of beauty 
is, | think, more general than I expected. I 
found a greater appreciation of art in Bos- 
ton, New York, Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago 
than any whe e else ”’ 

‘" hat do you think after your American tour?’’ 

“With regard to my American tour, 1 may say 
thatnothing could be more interesting to any 
young man Ww have the opportunities that I have 
hed ot studying the Civilizations in many cases 
very fine and in many cases very indornplete, of 
this new world I have found a greater feeling for 
art than I expected, but far less knowledge of it. a 
rat feeling for beauty and beau- 
tifu! things, but a very vague = idea 
apout how a nation couldacquire them. The real 
question that 1 haye found in America standing in 
the way of its right artistic development is that the 
ordinary handicrafts are not held in their proper 
honor. Somany young men whom [ have met in 
railwey cars aud elsewhere, young men Of a great 
deal of brightness of intellect being contented to 
select asa profession the occupation of clerks in 
stores, and the like, which in many 
cases means so*little more than a form 
of salaried idleness, and on seeing how much finer 
t would be for them to select a profession in which 
they coult use their hands and really do useful 
and good work ”’ 

“When ‘vill you return to Europe?’ 

@“I shall notbe in Eurepe for a year. After my 
tour threnugh the south, I shall go to Canada. 
where I have to deliver ten more 
leetu res. I will then return tw 
California, a part of America, which I 
admire enormously—will go from there to Japanj 
In Japan | intend to study the method and the ed- 
ucation of their ordinary artisans and totry and 
understand how it is that every ordinary Japanese 
workman has got this delicacy of hand, this teelin 

of beauty and this perfectly masterful power o 

design which are characteristics of their work. 
Iam a wanderer by nature and [ hardly 
know when! wiilbe in Europe. I will sail for 
Japan about the 15th of August.”’ 


THE LECTCRE LAST NIGHT. 

Quite a large audience assemlicu at DeGive’s to 
hear Mr. Wilde lastnight The new band was on 
hand and played some pretty aits so that the audi- 
ence did not grow impatient while waiting for the 
lecturer. At half pa*tteight Mr Wilde made his 
apprargnce. He wore his “court ecostume.”’ con- 
sis ing’ of a euit of rich. Diack ivet, 
knee breeches, silk hove, lace wiistbands, rat- 
ent leather stippers with silver buckles 
ant .an immense watch fom. He was 
received wiih applause. but proceefled with his 
leeture witaout much ado. He ssaid that in his lec 
tre he did not wish to give a definition of beauty, 
bota sketch of what is neing donein England in 
the way of developing art in every city there isa 
certain amount of artistie intelleciand power, he 
said, which should be searched cutand made to 
create beau iful things.

work and true art is where the workman works 
with his heart and head as wellas with his hands. 
The object must be to secure beautiful designs and 
to enlist the sympathy, support and practical work 
of'men and women of nobility. in America the 
fault is that handicraft is not sufficiently honoied. 
The lesser arts are overlooked. We should begin 
by making the common articles of 
everyday life beautiful. If we neglect the useful 
and common thirgs of life and wait for art to be 
bestowed upon the more expensive things, art will 
always be for the rich. He said that it was wrong 
to suppose that there was cqpenses between the 
usefuland the beautiful. He referred to his own 
ex perjence in visiting houses where the rooms were 
out of proportion and decorated with an utter 
disregard of the eternal fitness of things. 
He made an appeal on behalf of second-hand ar- 
ticles, and said that it was a very Common idea that 
an article is less valuable because it is second-hand. 
He suid if a thingis made by a good workman itin- 
creases in value every day we useit. The old gothic 
cathedials are more beautifal to-day than when 
they were first erected. coitis with all true works, 
They inerease in Value, in beauty ana value every 
day we use them. We should reinstate art and 
should take care that that word secoud hand is 
enever used. Banish that word. Give the artisan 
to understand that the value of his work will 
be mensured Dy the amount of 
beaty that he puts into it. The 
speaker reierred to the belief that commercial 
men and commercial cicies are enemies of art. 
snid that such was undoubtedly an error and that 
art had flourished and reached a high stage in com- 
mercial cities, and that it was highly appreciated 
by commercial men. He said that it has become 
well settled that art is healthy when it makes beau- 
tiful forests aud fields and men and women, and it 
isunhealthy wher it goes back to the romantic 
ages. He said thatin modern dress we have given 
tne artist no scope; and as for the .culptor we have 
nearly got rid of him. When one con- 
templates any of the statues that we 
have erected to our great men, we must feel that 
sculpture has only added a new horror to death. 
Let there be in every city a school of art. Let the 
useful arts be taught, ana let every city make its 
carpets, glass, wall-paper, ete. 1t would save money 
for the people, and would raise up just the class of 
artists that are wanted—the foundation for the 
: her arts. 

What is needed isa good class of skilled handi- 
crafts. The trouble in Awerica is that jn the 
schools in every case the pupils are to be found 
decorating little luxuries, They should begin a 
little lower down and make -omething useful. Fer 
iu those cities where the schools teach these litie 
darlings I still found coarse and ugly shapes for 
even # vessel tu hold water. Begin by making sim- 
ple things beautiful and a true art will be built up. 
A city should hayea museum, not fossils, but a 
rational museum, where everything is beautiful 
and where one could have ali the best work of arti 
sans before him, where young artisans can go and 
see them. All workmen should go there, and their 

| work will be done with more pleasure, and it will 
be bett r done. 

The lecturer spoke in favor of sculptors depend- 
ing more on nature for im dels, aud said that in the 
gambols of a school boy or in the work of a man on 
a dock graceful positious for models could be ob- 
tained that could be secured no where else. He 
said they could go to the fields and to the woods 
and to the pastures and watch the herds and to 
work from natu e; that the whole of Greek art Was 
founded on justsuch simple things. 

In speaking of the s uth he said: You have 
these beautiful for It seems so barren to tind 
outside of your houses noearving. Art should be 
genergus, aud should be seen everywhere. Eu 
courage your school of wood carving There is no 
school of artso easy as the school of wood Carving. 
the: little. lads in Switzerland can carv: 
flowers which they find in the fields, and* their 
herds and the windows of their homes are beauti- 
ful with their handiwork. Whata swiss boy can 
do well an American boy can do twice as well. He 
spoke of gold and silver jewelry, and ssid that the 
lack of art in its manufacture was jlamentably 
great. He said that by the introduction of ma- 
chinery we are turning Meninto machines, while 
in art we can encourage men aud wo- 
men. He spoke in eloquent terms of the 
influence which beautiful things exercise over 
children, and spoke of the little value which 
we place upon things . that are ugiy. 
He said: When onecomes to educating a child. 
the mistake is to educate them entirely in books, 
Let them learn from nature fields, forests and 
books. ‘leach them to use their hands. Have in 
every school a good workshop. Teach him to carve. 
beat out metal, and thelike. It is certain that it 
would be a golden hour in his school day life. 
In speaking of the south he said ; 

‘Here in the south it should be the home, of art. 
You have beautiful surroundings so differentin the 
north. Thereis no vegetation thatis not yours. 
You have the two perfect essentials for a cultiva- 
tion of high art; beautiful. flowers and beau- 
tiful women. those things don't 
effect you, you are-* lost to sensibilities. 
When you have young artists donot leave them to 
themselves. The world underestimates the value 
ofitsown praise. Bring to their faces the flush 
that praise will bring. ‘They will put in marble 

and in painting the flowers that adorn your hill- 
sides and your valleys and there they will live 
forevem®’’ The lecture was an agreeable surprise and 
the audience was well cntertained. Mr. Wilde and 
arty leaves this morning for Augusta, where Mr. 
Vilde lectures to-night.
